Some time back we w ere visiting 
with Frank Legan over at joe Hudspeth s 
and somehow the discussion got around 
to why the Post Office has gone to using 


the Zip Code. 
Someone wanted to know why it 
wasn't easier to just send a letter to Dal­ 
las than it w as to 75222. 
And I think that probably thinking 
along this line is the reason that the a v ­ 
erage person fails to understand the pur­ 
pose of Zip Code. We think in terms of 
a letter going to someplace that we know 
just how you get there but if you think 
in terms of how you would route a let­ 
ter to say Peggy, Texas, it puts the whole 
thing in a different light. W hen you ad d 
the Zip Code, which is 78062, you will 
find that you should route the letter to 
the San Antonio (West) sectional center. 
This sam e thing becomes true when 
someone in New York or California mails 
a letter to Hamlin. It becomes a problem 
for someone in the original post office to 
know whether Hamlin is in North, South 
or Central Texas. But with the Zip Code 
they know right where to route it. They 
just look at th first three num bers (795) 
and know that it goes into Abilene and 
will be routed out from there. 
There have been some bugs in the 
system because of the increased work­ 
load and job changes forced on the of­ 
fices that have been nam ed sectiona. 
centers but it seems that most ot the 
problems have about worked themselves 


out.

Bushel on thirty five percent 
of the allotment. 
Mr. Landers further states

the county office will 
give all assistance possible in 
the county office to help pro­ 
ducers with 
their m easure­ 
ments. 
Also 
measurement 
service is available for pro­ 
ducers who wish to pay the 
cost and have county office 
personel come to the farm 
and measure the crop. 
Producers 
are urged 
to 
make their report as soon as 
possible in order to avoid the 


last minute rush.
